.f/camels, oxen,"and Cossack ponies 
I;"wl6re pressed into service to haul tlie 
j American corn to districts east of the 


'Volga Basin in Russia. It was neces- 
sary, in breaking the bac'c of the 
world's greatest famine, even to use 
hand sleds Jo cross ice which was 
too dangerous for draft animjtls. 


Rail transportation, however, proved 


to be the chief handicap of the Ameri- 
can Relief Administration, for the 
Russian railways, never good, are 
very bad at present. Only vigorous 
action by Colonel William N. Has- 
kell, Director of the American Relief 


Administration in Russia, stimulated 
the railway authorities to a point 
where food was moved on -schedule. 


At warehouses and along railroad' 


tracks, beggars and hungry peasants 
scrape tlie kernels of corn out of the 
corners of entity box cars, digging 
deep into the;m,u3 for any that drop, 
and sift'others out of filth along the 
tracks. Some of-these gleaners eat 
the kernels as they walk; others put 
them into little sacks. The people of 
the lower Volga are familiar with 
corn, though they have not tasted it 
m many months. They are amazed 
to find that the American corn can 
be milled without loss, for their na- 
tive corn suffers a loss of 17 per cent 
in miHtng.

thaw which wdnld make the roads 
impassable with,,mud, thousands of 


.f/camels, oxen,"and Cossack ponies 
I;"wl6re pressed into service to haul tlie 
j American corn to districts east of the 


'Volga Basin in Russia. It was neces- 
sary, in breaking the bac'c of the 
world's greatest famine, even to use 
hand sleds Jo cross ice which was 
too dangerous for draft animjtls. 


Rail transportation, however, proved 


to be the chief handicap of the Ameri- 
can Relief Administration, for the 
Russian railways, never good, are 
very bad at present. Only vigorous 
action by Colonel William N. Has- 
kell, Director of the American Relief 


Administration in Russia, stimulated 
the railway authorities to a point 
where food was moved on -schedule. 


At warehouses and along railroad' 


tracks, beggars and hungry peasants 
scrape tlie kernels of corn out of the 
corners of entity box cars, digging 
deep into the;m,u3 for any that drop, 
and sift'others out of filth along the 
tracks. Some of-these gleaners eat 
the kernels as they walk; others put 
them into little sacks. The people of 
the lower Volga are familiar with 
corn, though they have not tasted it 
m many months. They are amazed 
to find that the American corn can 
be milled without loss, for their na- 
tive corn suffers a loss of 17 per cent 
in miHtng.
